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U.S.  EXPORTS  OF  DAIRY  BREEDING  CATTLE , 
CALENDAR  YEAR  I969 

U.S.  exports  of  dairy  breeding  cattle  in  19&9,  "based  on  official  USDA  veteri- 
narian export  certificates,  totaled  13,268  head  (table  I),  a  decrease  of  about 
17  percent  compared  with  1968,  and  about  kh  percent  below  the  all-time  high  of 
23,515  head  attained  in  1966.    The  19&9  decrease  was  primarily  due  to  smaller 
exports  to  Mexico,  Japan,  Jamaica,  Italy,  and  Venezuela  (table  II).  Bright 
spots  were  substantial  increases  in  exports  to  Trinidad,  the  Bahamas,  Costa 
Rica,  and  Brazil. 

Mexico,  still  the  number  one  market  for  U.S.  dairy  breeding  cattle  and  taking 
two-thirds  of  total  exports  last  year,  bought  about  17  percent  fewer  animals 
than  during  1968.    The  temporary  loss  of  the  Italian  market  for  U.S.  dairy 
breeding  cattle  during  much  of  1968  and  19&9,  because  of  animal  health  certif- 
icate problems,  was  also  a  factor  in  our  declining  exports  over  the  past  two 
years . 

Hoist eins  continued  to  rank  as  the  overwhelming  dairy  export  breed,  rising  to 
92  percent  of  total  exports  last  year,  compared  with  87  percent  in  1968. 

Although  exports  of  females  of  all  breeds  (table  III)  declined  about  20  per- 
cent last  year,  those  of  males  increased  by  about  the  same  amount.    Exports  of 
Holstein  bulls  more  than  doubled  over  the  same  period,  while  those  for  all 
other  breeds  declined  somewhat. 


From  a  regional  point  of  view,  only  our  exports  to  the  Caribbean  and  Africa 
showed  an  increase  last  year  over  1968.    Those  to  other  areas  declined  from  2 
to  52  percent. 

Thirty-three  States  and  Puerto  Rico  exported  dairy  cattle  last  year  compared 
with  kl  the  year  before  (table  IV).    Exports  from  all  of  the  traditional 
sources  of  supply  declined  last  year,  except  for  Wisconsin  and  Minnesota. 
Others  showing  substantial  increases  over  1968  were  the  States  of  Washington, 
Kansas,  and  Puerto  Rico.
